You can make copies from originals loaded on the glass. You can also print 
and copy onto a variety of paper types, weights, sizes, and transparency 
films. It is important, however, that you choose the right paper and make 
sure that it is loaded correctly and not damaged. 


load originals 

You can copy or scan any original by placing it on the glass. 



Many of the Reduce/Enlarge options, such as Fit to 
Page or Poster, will not work correctly if the glass 
and lid backing are not clean. For more information,

1 Lift the lid and place the original face down on the glass in the front- 
right corner with the sides of the originals touching the right and front 
edges. 

It is important to use the front-right corner when using the copy feature. 

Tip! If you are copying from a transparency (that is, your 
original is printed on transparency film), place a blank piece 
of paper on top of the transparency. 



load originals

load paper 


Following is the basic procedure for loading paper. There are specific 
considerations for loading certain types of paper, transparency film, 
postcards, and envelopes. After you review this procedure, see tips for 
loading other types of paper in the paper tray on page 1 1 , load 4x6 inch 
photo paper on page 1 0, load envelopes on page 9, and load postcards 
or hagaki cards on page 1 1 . 

For best results, adjust the paper settings each time you change paper types 
or paper sizes. For more information, see set the paper type on page 1 2. 

to load the paper tray 

1 Remove the output tray, and slide the paper-width and paper-length 
guides to their outermost positions. 



Diagrams stamped on the output tray provide tips 
for installing print cartridges. The location of the 
Support Web site for OfficeJet products is also 
provided. 



2 Tap the stack on a flat surface to align the edges of the paper, and 
then check the paper for the following: 

- Make sure it is free of rips, dust, wrinkles, and curled or bent 
edges. 

- Make sure all the paper in the stack is the same size and type, 
unless you are working with photo paper. 

3 Insert paper into the paper tray print-side down until it stops. If you are 
using letterhead, insert the top of the page first. 

Be careful not to use too much or too little paper. Check that the stack 
of paper contains several sheets but is no higher than the top of the 
paper-length guide. 
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4 Slide the paper-width and paper-length guides in until they stop at the 
edges of the paper. Make sure that the paper stack lies flat in the 
paper tray and fits under the tab of the paper-length guide. 



5 Replace the output tray. 



6 To prevent printed paper from falling off the tray, fully extend the 
output-tray extender. 



load envelopes 

Use the print feature of your software to print to envelopes with your HP PSC. 

Your HP PSC provides two methods for working with envelopes. Do not use 

shiny or embossed envelopes, or envelopes that have clasps or windows. 

• If you are printing one envelope, slide the envelope into the envelope 
slot, which is located on the right side toward the back of the output 
tray. Insert the envelope with the flap up and on the left, as shown in 
the illustration. Slide the envelope until it stops. 


load envelopes 
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• If you are printing multiple envelopes, remove all paper from the 
paper tray, and then slide a stack of envelopes into the tray, vrith the 
envelope flaps up and to the left (print-side down), until they stop. 



Adjust the paper-width guide against the envelopes (be careful not to 
bend the envelopes). Make sure the envelopes fit within the tray (do 
not overload it). 

Consult the help files in your word processing software for details on 
how to format text for printing on envelopes. 

load 4x6 inch photo paper 

Following is the procedure for loading 4-by-6 inch photo paper into your 
HP PSC. 

1 Remove all paper from the paper tray, and then slide a stack of photo 
paper into the tray until it stops. 

Make sure the print side (glossy) faces down. 

If the photo paper you are using has perforated tabs, load the photo 
paper so that the tabs are closest to you. 



2 Adjust the paper-width guide against the stack of photo paper, and 
then slide the paper-length guide in until it stops. 

Make sure the photo paper fits within the tray (do not overload it). 



Make sure you set the paper type and paper size 
before printing. See set the paper type on page 1 2 
and set the paper size on page 1 3. 
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load postcards or hagaki cards 

Following is the procedure for loading postcards or hagaki cards. 

1 Remove all paper from the paper tray, and then slide a stack of cards 
into the tray until they stop. 

Make sure the print side faces down. 



2 Adjust the paper-width guide against the cards, and then slide the 
paper-length guide in until it stops. 

Make sure the cards fit within the tray (do not overload it). 

tips for loading other types of paper in the paper tray 

The following table provides guidelines for loading certain types of paper 
and transparency film. For best results, adjust the paper settings each time 
you change paper types and paper sizes. For more information, see set the 

paper type on page 1 2. 

paper tips 

HP papers * Premium Inkjet Paper; Locate the gray arrow on the nonprinting side 

of the paper, and then insert paper with the arrow side facing up. 

• HP Premium or Premium Plus Photo Paper: Load the glossy (print) side 
down. Always load at least five sheets of regular paper in the paper 
tray first, and then place the photo paper on top of the regular paper. 

• HP Premium Inkjet Transparency Film: Insert the film so that the white 
transparency strip (with arrows and the HP logo) is on top and is going 
into the tray first. 

• HP Inkjet T-shirt Transfer Iron-On: Flatten the transfer sheet completely 
before using it; do not load curled sheets. (To prevent curling, keep 
transfer sheets sealed in the original package until you are ready to use 
them.) Manually feed one sheet at a time, with the unprinted side 
facing down (the blue stripe faces up). 

• HP Matte Greeting Cards, HP Glossy Greeting Cards, or HP Felt- 
Textured Greeting Cards: Insert a small stack of HP greeting-card 
paper, with the print-side down, into the paper tray until it stops. 


load postcards or hagaki cards 
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paper 

tips 

Labels 

(works only with 
printing) 

• Always use letter-size or A4-size label sheets designed for use with 
HP inkjet products (like Avery Inkjet Labels), and make sure that the 
labels are not over two years old. 

• Fan the stack of labels to make sure none of the pages are sticking 
together. 

• Place a stack of label sheets on top of standard paper in the paper 
tray, print-side down. Do not insert labels one sheet at a time. 

Postcards or hagaki 
cards (only works 
with printing) 

Insert a stack of postcards or hagaki cards with the print-side down into 
the paper tray until it stops. Line the postcards up on the right side of the 
paper tray, slide the width guide up against the left side of the cards, and 
then slide the paper-length guide in until it stops. 

Continuous (banner) 
paper 

(works only with 
printing) 

Continuous banner paper is also known as computer or z-fold paper. 

• Before loading banner paper, remove all other paper from the paper 
tray, then remove the output tray. 

• If you use non-HP banner paper, use 20-lb. paper and fan the paper 
before loading it. 

• Verify that the stack of banner paper contains at least five pages in the 
stack. 

• Carefully tear off the perforated edge strips from both sides of the 
paper stack, if any, and unfold and refold the paper to make sure the 
pages do not stick together. 

• Put the paper in the paper tray so that the unattached edge is at the 
top of the stack. Insert the first edge into the paper tray until it stops, as 
shown in the illustration above. 

• Replace the output tray. 


set the paper type 

If you want to use a different type of paper, such as photo paper, 
transparency film, Iron-On T-shirt transfers, or brochures, simply load that 
paper in the paper tray. You must then change the paper type settings to 
ensure the best print quality. 

HP recommends paper type settings according to the type of paper you're 
using. 
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This setting refers to copy or photo card options only. If you want to set the 
paper type for printing from a computer, set the properties in the Print dialog 
box of the software. 

1 Press Copy or Photo Cord, if not already lit. 

2 Press Options until Paper Type appears. 

3 Press (0 until the appropriate paper type appears. 

4 Press Enter to choose the displayed paper type. 

set the paper size 

The HP PSC can use Letter or A4 paper. If you are printing photos from a 
photo card, you can also use 4x6 inch photo paper. Use the following 
procedure to set the paper size for copy or photo card options. 

1 Press Copy or Photo Cord, if not already lit. 

2 Press Options until Paper Size appears. 

3 Press (0 until the appropriate paper size appears. 

4 Press Enter to choose the displayed paper size. 

To avoid jams, remove papers from the output tray frequently. The output tray 
capacity is affected by the type of paper and the amount of ink you are 
using. For more information about output-tray capacity, see technical 
information on page 97. 


set the paper size 
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what is a photo card? 

If your digital camera uses a photo card to store photos, you can insert 
the photo card in your HP PSC to print or save your photos. 

You can print a proof sheet, which may be several pages long and 
shows thumbnail views of photos stored on the photo card, and print 
photos from the photo card, even if your HP PSC is not connected to a 
computer. 

Your HP PSC can read CompactFlash I, II (includes IBM Microdrive up 
to 528 MB), Memory Stick, Secure Digital, and SmartMedia photo 
cards. 

Your HP PSC features four different slots for photo card input, shown in 
the illustration below with the photo card that corresponds to each slot.

The IBM Microdrive photo card uses the same slot as the Compact Flash 
photo card, as shown on the next page. 



what is a photo card? 
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By default, Windows XP will format a CompactFlash 
photo card of 64MB or more with FAT32 format. 
Digital cameras and other devices use the FAT 
(FATl 6) format and cannot operate with a FAT32 
formatted card. Either format your CompactFlash 
card in your camera or select FAT format to format 
your CompactFlash card in a Windows XP PC. 


insert a photo cord 

After you take photos with your digital camera, you can print them 
immediately or save them directly to your computer. 

1 Insert the photo card into the appropriate slot on your printer. 
When the photo card is inserted correctly, both the Photo Cord 
button on the front panel and the LED next to the slot blink. 

2 Reading camera photo card... appears on the front panel display. 
The light next to the card slot blinks green when the card is being 
accessed. 

When the HP PSC is finished reading the card, the Photo Card 
button stops blinking and stays On. 

3 Another message appears showing the number of files found on 
the photo card, followed by a prompt to save or print the photos.

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cards inserted If you insert a photo cord backwards, the light next to the card slot 

incorrectly blinks amber and the front panel may display an error message such 

as Photo cord is in backwards or Card is not fully inserted. 

save files to the computer 

You can save directly from a photo card to your computer. When you 
save photos to your computer, you can view them in the 
HP Photo & Imaging Gallery, edit them, create photo collages, and 
album pages — the possibilities are endless. 

When you are connected to a computer, you should save all the photos 
to your computer. This allows you to reuse your photo card. 

1 Make sure that the photo card is inserted into the appropriate slot 
on your HP PSC. 

2 Press 1 when Save to PC appears on the front panel display. 

This saves all the photos from the photo card to your computer 
using the HP PSC software. 

For Windows: by default, files are saved in month and year 
folders depending on when the photos were taken. The folders 
are created under the C:\MyDocuments\MyPictures folder. You 
can change the default location or the folders in which the files 
are saved. 

For Macintosh: files are saved to the computer in the default 
location HardDrive\Documents\HP All-in-One Data\Photos 
directory. 

hp photo & imaging gallery 

You can use the HP Photo & Imaging Gallery for viewing and editing 
image files. You can print images, send images by e-mail or fax to 
family and friends, upload images to a website, or use images in fun 
and creative printing projects with the HP Photo & Imaging Gallery. 

When you save photo card files to your computer, the 
HP Photo & Imaging Gallery opens automatically and displays 
thumbnails (small versions) of your images. 

For Windows, if you want to open the HP Photo & Imaging Gallery at 
a later time, open the Director and click the View & Print icon, which is 
located in the middle of the Director window. 

For Macintosh, if you want to open the HP Photo and Imaging Gallery 
at a later time, open the Director and click View and Print Images. 


save files to the computer 
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print a proof sheet 

A Proof Sheet is a simple and convenient way to order and make prints 
directly from a photo card without the need for a computer. A Proof 
Sheet, which may be several pages long, shows thumbnail views of 
photos stored on the photo card. The file name, index number, and date 
appear under each thumbnail. 

After printing a Proof Sheet, fill in the circles and place the Proof Sheet 
on the glass. The Proof Sheet is scanned and photo prints are 
generated automatically, without a computer. 

1 Insert the photo card into the appropriate slot on your printer. 

2 Press the Proof Sheet button. 

The front panel displays the message; 

Proof Sheet 
1 = Print 2 = Scan 

3 Press 1. 

The Proof Sheet prints. If there are more than 20 photos on the 
card, you can select the range of photos to be printed on the 
Proof Sheet. 



You can use the Proof Sheet index number to select 
which photos to print. This number may be different 
from the number associated with the photo on your 
digital camera. If you add photos to, or delete 
photos from, your photo card, you will need to 
reprint the index page to see the new index 
numbers.

how to print the best quality photos 

You can improve the quality of the photos you print with your HP PSC 
by purchasing a photo print cartridge.

The copy features let you do the following: 

• Produce high-quality color and black-and-white copies using a variety 
of paper types, including iron-on transfers. 

• Reduce or enlarge the size of the copies you make from 25% to 400% 
of the copy's original size. (Percentages vary by model.) 

• Make the copy lighter or darker, adjust the color intensity, select the 
number of copies, and specify the quality of the copies you make. 

• Use special copying features to create a poster, make many sizes of 
photos, make high-quality copies of photos using special photo paper, 
or to create transparencies. 



When copying a photo, you must select options for 
the correct paper type and photo enhancement. You 
may also want to use the photo print cartridge for 
superior print quality. With the color and photo print 
cartridges installed, you have a six-ink system. See 
work with print cartridges on page 50 for more 
information.

You can make copies using the front panel of your HP PSC or by using the 
HP PSC software on your computer. Many copy features are available using 
either method. However, you may find that the software offers easier access 
to special copy features. 

All copy settings that you select on the front panel are reset two minutes after 
the HP PSC completes the copy, unless you save the settings as the default 
settings. 

1 Load your original on the glass. 

2 Press Copy, if not already lit. 

3 Press Start Black or Start Color. 

The HP PSC provides three options that affect copy speed and quality. 

• Best produces the highest quality for all paper and eliminates the 
banding (striping) effect that sometimes occurs in solid areas. Best 
copies more slowly than the other quality settings. 

• Normal delivers high-quality output and is the recommended setting 
for most of your copying. Normal copies faster than Best. 

• Fast copies faster than the Normal setting. The text is of comparable 
quality to the Normal setting, but the graphics may be of lower 
quality. Using Fast also cuts down on the frequency of replacing your 
print cartridges, because it uses less ink. 

1 Load your original on the glass. 

2 Press Copy, if not already lit. 

3 Press Options until Copy Quality appears. 

4 Press (0 until the desired quality appears. 

5 Press Start Black or Start Color. 

You can set the number of copies using the front panel.

If you hold down either of the arrow buttons, the number of copies 
changes by increments of 5 to make it easier to set a large number of 
copies.

Scanning is the process of converting text and pictures into on electronic 
format for your computer. You con scon just about anything: 

• Photos 

• Magazine articles 

• Text documents 

• 3D objects (be careful not to scratch the glass) to put into catalogs and 
flyers 

Because the scanned image or text is in an electronic format, you can bring 
it into your word processor or graphics program and modify it to suit your 
needs. You can do the following: 

• Scan text from an article into your word processor and quote it in a 
report, saving you a lot of retyping. 

• Scan in a logo and use it in your publishing software, allowing you to 
print business cards and brochures for yourself. 

• Scan in photos of your kids and e-mail them to relatives, create a 
photographic inventory of your house or office, or create an electronic 
scrapbook. 

Tip! To use the scan features, your HP PSC and computer must 
be connected and turned on. The HP PSC software must also 
be installed and running on your computer prior to scanning. 

To verify that the HP PSC software is running on Windows, 
look for a status icon in the system tray.

use error correction mode (ECM) 

ECM eliminates data lost due to poor phone lines by detecting errors that 
occur during transmission and automatically requesting retransmission of 
the erroneous portion. Phone charges are unaffected, or may even be 
reduced, on good phone lines. On poor phone lines, ECM increases 
sending time and phone charges, but sends the data much more reliably. 
Turn ECM off (the default setting is on) only if it increases phone charges 
substantially and you are willing to accept poorer quality in exchange for 
reduced charges.

This selects Advanced Fax Setup, then selects Error Correction Mode. 

3 Press 0 to switch between Off and On.

set automatic reduction 

This setting determines what your HP PSC does if it receives a fax too large 
for the default paper size. With this setting on (the default), the image is 
reduced so that it attempts to fit on one page.

Your HP PSC provides three levels for adjusting the ring and speaker 
volume. The ring volume is the volume of the phone rings. The speaker 
volume is the level of everything else, such as the dial and fax tones.

This selects Basic Fax Setup, then selects Ring and Beep Volume.

change the answer ring pattern (distinctive ringing) 

Distinctive ring, which allows you to have several phone numbers on the 
same line, is usually offered by phone companies for an additional fee, and 
may not be available in all regions. Each number has a specific ring pattern. 
If you do not have this service, leave your HP PSC set to use the default. All

If you connect your HP PSC to a line with distinctive ringing, have your 
telephone company assign one ring pattern to voice calls and another to fax 
calls (double or triple rings are best for a fax number).

A speed-dial entry can only be associated with one 
phone number; speed-dial groups are not 
supported.

reprint the faxes in memory 

Your HP PSC can store a limited number of fax pages in its memory, with 
the number of pages depending on the model you purchased. When your 
HP PSC runs out of memory to store faxes, it will not receive any more until 
the stored faxes are printed. 

Reprint Faxes in Memory enables you to reprint a fax stored in memory. For 
example, if your print cartridge runs out of ink while receiving a fax. This 
option prints all faxes in memory; press Cancel to stop printing faxes you do 
not need. 

1 Press Setup. 

2 Press 5, then press 4. 

This selects Maintenance, then selects Reprint Faxes in Memory.

This section provides instructions for keeping your HP PSC in top working 
condition. Perform these maintenance procedures as necessary. 


clean the glass 

Dirty glass, from fingerprints, smudges, hair, and so on, slows down 
performance and affects the accuracy of features such as Fit to Page and 
Copy. 

1 Turn off the unit, unplug the power cord, and raise the lid. 

2 Clean the glass with a soft cloth or sponge slightly moistened with a 
nonabrasive glass cleaner. 

Caution! Do not use abrasives, acetone, benzene, or carbon 
tetrachloride on the glass; these can damage it. Do not place 
liquids directly on the glass. They may seep under it and 
damage the unit. 

3 Dry the glass with a chamois or cellulose sponge to prevent spotting. 

clean the lid backing 

Minor debris can accumulate on the white document-backing located 
underneath the unit's lid. 

1 Turn off the unit, unplug the power cord, and raise the lid. 

2 Clean the white document-backing with a soft cloth or sponge slightly 
moistened with a mild soap and warm water. 

3 Wash the backing gently to loosen debris; do not scrub the backing. 

4 Dry the backing with a chamois or soft cloth. 

Caution! Do not use paper-based wipes as these may scratch 
the backing. 

5 If this does not clean the backing well enough, repeat the previous 
steps using isopropyl (rubbing) alcohol, and wipe the backing 
thoroughly with a damp cloth to remove any residual alcohol. 
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clean the exterior 

Use a soft, damp, lint-free cloth to wipe dust, smudges, and stains off the 
case. The interior of the unit does not require cleaning. Keep fluids away 
from the interior of the unit as well as the front panel. 



To avoid damage to painted parts of the unit, do not use 
alcohol or alcohol-based cleaning products on the front 
panel or the lid of the unit. 


work with print cartridges 

To ensure the best print quality from your HP PSC, you will need to perform 
some simple maintenance procedures, and when prompted by a front-panel 
message, replace the print cartridges. 

print a self-test If you are experiencing problems with printing, before cleaning or replacing 
report the print cartridges, you should print a Self-Test Report. This report provides 

useful information about your print cartridges, including status information. 

1 Press Setup. 

2 Press 1, then press 5. 

This selects Print Report, and then selects Self-Test. 

3 Press Start Black or Start Color. 

A Self-Test Report is printed for your HP PSC.

You may vrant to use a photo print cartridge for 
superior print quality when printing photos. With the 
color and photo print cartridges installed, you have 
a six-ink system.

• To insert a print cartridge into the print cartridge protector, slide the 
print cartridge into the print cartridge protector at a slight angle and 
snap it securely into place. 

• To remove the print cartridge from the print cartridge protector, press 
down and back on the top of the print cartridge protector to release 
the print cartridge, then slide the print cartridge out of the print 
cartridge protector. 



Front-panel display messages appear to let you know that you should 
replace your print cartridges. 

You may also need to replace a print cartridge when you want to use the 
photo print cartridge for printing high-quality photos. 

See order print cartridges on the inside back cover for information on 
ordering replacement print cartridges. 

1 Turn on the unit, then open the print-carriage access door by lifting the 
handle until the door locks into place. 

The print carriage moves to the center of the unit. 
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2 After the carriage stops moving, lift the latch to release the print 
cartridge, then pull it toward you out of its slot. 



3 If you are removing the black print cartridge in order to install the 
photo print cartridge, store it in the print cartridge protector. 

4 Remove the new print cartridge from its packaging and, being careful 
to touch only the black plastic, gently remove the plastic tape. 





Caution! Do not touch the copper contacts or ink nozzles. 

5 Push the new print cartridge into the appropriate slot until it clicks into 
place.

The HP PSC prompts you to align cartridges every time you install or replace 
a print cartridge.

To align the print cartridges when prompted; 

1 Press Enter on the front panel. 

A page of patterns is printed. The cartridges are aligned correctly. 
Recycle or discard the page. 

To align the cartridges at any other time: 

1 Press Setup. 

2 Press 5, then press 2. 

This selects Maintenance, and then selects Align Print Cartridges. 

A page of patterns is printed. The cartridges are aligned correctly. 
Recycle or discard the page. 


Use this feature when the Self-Test Report shows streaking or white lines 
through any of the colored bars. Do not clean print cartridges unnecessarily. 
This wastes ink and shortens the life of the ink nozzles. 

1 Press Setup. 

2 Press 5, then press 1 . 

This selects the Maintenance menu, and then selects the Clean Print 
Cartridges option. 

If copy or print quality still seem poor after you clean the print 
cartridges, replace the print cartridge that is affected.

Clean the print cartridge contacts only if you get repeated front panel 
messages prompting you to check o cartridge after you already have. 

Caution! Do not remove both print cartridges at the same 
time. Remove and clean them one at a time. 

Make sure you have the following materials available: 

• Cotton swabs or any soft material that will not come apart or leave 
fibers (for example, a scrap piece of clean cotton cloth). 

• Distilled, filtered, or bottled water (tap water may contain 
contaminants that can damage the print cartridges). 

1 Turn the unit on and open the print-carriage access door. 

The print carriage moves to the center. 

2 After the print carriage has moved to the center, unplug the power 
cord from the back of the unit. 

3 Lift the latch to release the print cartridge, then pull it out of its slot. 

4 Inspect the print cartridge contacts for ink and debris buildup. 

5 Dip a clean cotton swab into distilled water, and squeeze any excess 
water from the swab. 

6 Hold the print cartridge by its sides. 

7 Clean the contacts. 





8 Place the print cartridge bock into the holder and close the latch. 

9 Repeat if necessary for the other print cartridge. 

1 0 Close the door and plug in the unit. 

Because you removed a print cartridge from its holder, the HP PSC 
needs to align the cartridges.

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restore factory defaults 

You can restore the original factory settings to what they were when you 
purchased your HP PSC. Choosing to restore your factory defaults restores 
all settings, except date information.

This selects Maintenance, and then selects Restore Factory Defaults. 

The factory default settings are restored. 

set the power save time 

The bulb in your HP PSC remains on for a specified period so that the unit 
is immediately ready to respond to your request. When the HP PSC has not 
been used within that specified period, it turns the bulb off to preserve power 
and displays Power Save On in the front-panel display. (You can exit this 
mode by pressing any button on the front panel.) 

Your unit is automatically set to enter power-save mode after 1 2 hours. 
Follow these steps if you want the HP PSC to enter this mode earlier.

This selects Maintenance, and then selects Power Save Mode Time.

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This selects Maintenance, and then selects Set Prompt Delay Time.

If you installed the HP PSC software first as requested on the Setup Poster, 
and you are a Windows 98/2000/ME/XP user, a series of Microsoft New 
Hardware Found messages should have appeared on your screen after 
software installation and after the HP PSC was connected to your computer. 

If the Microsoft messages did not appear, try the following: 

• Verify that you are using a full-speed (1 2 Mbps) USB cable and that it 
does not exceed 3 meters in length (9.8 feet). 

• Verify that the computer is USB-ready. For more information about 
determining whether your computer is USB-ready, see your computer's 
documentation or check with the computer's manufacturer. 

• Verify that the cable is plugged fully into your HP PSC and directly 
connected to the USB port on your computer. After the cable is 
connected properly, turn your HP PSC off and then on again. 

• Turn your HP PSC off and then on again, then restart your computer. 

• If the previous steps do not solve the problem, remove and reinstall the 
software. For more information, see remove and reinstall your hp psc 
software on page 61 .
